Students Angry About Faculty Firing 


The UNO siden Seiate met last Thursday and, 
following a period of heated debate, voted to approve 
a resolution calling for the contract renewal of UNO 
foreign language instructor Karen Soukup. 

Much of the debate centered around the advisability 

- of the senate making recommendations concerning the 
retention or dismissal of faculty members. The Faculty 
Senate earlier refused to hear a presentation of the 
resolution. 

Proponents of the resolution argued that while it 
was not possible for all senators to become well- 
acquainted with the qualifications of every teacher on 
campus, in this case the tesimony heard by the 
student representatives was extremely favorable to the 


faculty person involved. 


Over 130 students signed petitions favoring the.. 
retention of Soukup and forty students wrote letters in 


her behalf. 

It was pointed out that the senate was not sitting asa 
board of appeals or a court, but was only being asked 
to make a recommendation on the matter. 

The controversy arose when it was stated that Mrs. 
Soukup would be dismissed from teaching at UNO 
because ‘she did not have a doctorate. The Foreign 
Languages department wished to replace the popular 
French teacher with someone holding a Ph.D. . 

Several students appeared on behalf of Soukup, 
including Dale Munhall, who authored the resolution. 


Sponsored by Arts and Sciences senator Herb 
Winsor, the resolution stated that students were 
“concerned with the need for excellence in the 
University,” and that “Mrs. Karen Soukup had 
demonstrated, as acknowledged by her faculty peers - 
and students, that she exemplifies these rare qualities 


necessary to an excellent educator.” 


The resolution continued: “Therefore, to deny her 
proinotion and thereby necessitate her dismissal based — 
on current rules, would bea violation of the concept of 
excellence for which these measures were instituted. 
Her dismissal would constitute not only a gross - 
injustice, but it would also be a grave disservice to the 


“real stature of the University.”

Partial payment of $75 or ‘total: tuition ‘ina fees, whichever j is less, 
must be paid from Dec. 18 to Jan. 9. Dates will be assigned individually, 
ona staggered basis, during the UNO pre-registration period Nov, ae. 
and Nov. 27-Dec. 1, and Dec. 4-8 and Dec. 11-13. 

The policy regarding payment is different from the one in effect at 
this time-last year. Then, students paid tuition and fees in full at 
registration. 

The pre-registration schedule calls for.currently-enrolled students 
with the largest number of accumulated credit hours to register first. 
Graduate students, and undergraduates with IS or more credit hours, _ 
may register Monday (Nov. 20). :

Editorial 


Next month the Board of Regents will 
meet to discuss ways of resolving the 
recently publicized budget crisis facing the 
university system. 


Most likely, as has been the case in the 
past, UNO will be made to bear more than 
its fair share of the cost to correct the 
situation and balance the budget. 


A statement released last week by the 

UNO American Federation of Teachers 
local and published in the Friday Gateway 
described the situation well and raised 
several important questions. In addition to 
this, however, there are other related 
incidents that should be examined. 
. Going back to the last budget cut, prior to 
the elections, when two million dollars was 
lopped off the NU budget by the Regents, we 
can get an idea of the treatment that can be 
expected in the future. At that time the cut 
was distributed in this manner: one million 
was taken from the UNL budget and UNO 
and the Medical Center lost a half million 
dollars each. On the surface, UNL bore the 
greatest loss. In reality they suffered the 
least. 


To put the whole matter in perspective, 
one must remember that the UNL budget —

excluding federal funds of which UNL also 
gets the lion’s share — is more than three 
times that of UNO. Yet their cut was only 
twice UNO’s. The drop in_ budget 
represented only about 2.5 per cent of UNL’s 
money. UNO’s half million dollar cut took 
away nearly four per cent of its meager 
budget. 

Stated another way, UNO gets only about 
one-sixth of the total state funds committed 
to the university, but was made to absorb a 
fourth of the budget cut. In contrast, the 
systems office, with a budget nearly a 
quarter the size of the Omaha campus 
allocation, took no cut at all. 

It may be fatalistic to assume this, but we 
feel certain that after the whole matter of 
new budget slashing is concluded, you can 
count on UNO to not only receive less 
money per student to begin with, but to also 
bear the greatest percentage of reductions in 
budget thereafter if NU President Varner 
has his way. 

The only bright spot in the picture is that 
everything must be decided by the legislature 
in the end.and at this point it appears there 
are several Omaha-area senators who will 
not look kindly upon this type of treatment 
for their constituents.
